being 


noticed, it was taken to a 
widely- 


known-Arab scholar, who deciphered 
the inscTpition. 
It was afterward 


tu ken to the sultan, who also recog- 
nized the wording. 


That night 3,000 rupes was offei- 


ed for the fish and refused, and 
on 


the following day 5,000 rupes was re- 
fused, according to Scientific Amer- 
ican, 
The original price paid for the 


fish was 
H plco (about 3 cents) and 


it was eventually decided to have it 
preserved. 
For this purpose it was 


taken to the government laboratory, 
where it was treated with formaline. 
It has since been placed on public ex- 
hibition.

that no explanation of the 
strange 


phenomenon is 
forthcoming.

Arabic lettering is

and the discovery has caused wonder- 
ment throughout tlio Mohammedan 
community of Zanzibar.

Suc- 


cessful results have encouraged still 
other states through the Smith-Lever 
fund to curry on work of n similar na- 
ture in co-operalton with the bureau 
or animal industry, but tills club his- 
tory covers only the states in which 
n poultry specialist assigned to each 
state has supervision ut tlto work, and 
furnishes the subject matter to carry 
It on.

None of the other flours, ex- 
cept rye, contain this substance In any 
appreciable amount so that when we 
substitute for the wheat flour large 
quantities of flours that do not contain 
gluten, we cannot expect the same 
elasticity.

Washington,—1'rovost Marshal Gen- 


eral Crowder is responsible for the 
most important part of the mun power 
that must win tho war. 
Under his di- 


rection more than 2,000,000 men have 
been drafted. 
This is exclusive of 


(hose who unlisted in the regular army 
and the National Guard. These 2,000,- 
000 men make up the vast force that 
is doing such good work for America 
and will continue to do It until the end. 


Class .1 of the draft is about exhaust- 


ed. It: is true that under the law re- 
cently passed young men reaching the 
age of twenty-one are subject to ihe 
draft and there are about -100,000 oC 
these, most of them class I men. 
But 


the draft has a 
rival among these 


younger men, In tho navy. A large 
number of them prefer the more fasci- 
iuillng sea service- nnd enlist ID the 
navy or Jn tlio marine corps because 
they prefer the romance of the ocean 
to tho solid, substantial work- of the 
army. This Is a very good tiling for 
the navy, for It gets all tho men It 
wants, and of course, the very best. 


•Just now General Crowder and his 


assistants are making every effort to 
Induce Ihe local boards to ro-oxamine 
and If possible re-classify men who are 
In tho deferred classes. It Is not the 
policy of the secretary of war to roach 
into the second class tf he can avoid 
it, but: Hi order to obtain sufficient man 
power of the right kind it may be/nec- 
essary to go Into the deferred classes, 
unless class 1 bo largely increased by 
ro-cbisslllcatlons by tho local boards. 


It. is possible that the ago. limit will 


bo changed If the supply of men can- 
not be kept up In any other way. There 
i.s :i very strong deslro on the part of 
many of those In charge of the draft 
to have the age limit reduced to 20, In 
fact many army oflicors think that the 
very best resulls In the way of soldiers 
would be obtained by taking young 
men of nineteen and twenty Instead 
of waiting i i n ( l ) twenty-one, as at pres- 
ent. 
If an army of four or five million 


men Is raised It will bo necessary to 
reduce 
the 
limit 
below twenty-one 


years and raise It above thirty-one. 


Many of tho older members of con- 


gress aro running against this handi- 
cap: "lie has had It long enough." 
That Is a statement that gets circu- 
lated over n district where n member 
has been In congress eight or ton years. 
H does not affect the member who rep- 
resents a constituency which believes 
in keeping a man In service term a f f f r 
term rather than changing to gratify 
(he ambition of some particular politi- 
cian. 
Hut for tho most part congress 


Is made up of men who do not serve 
on an average of more than four terms, 
and such men are always beset with 
the claim that tho Incumbent "has had 
it long enough." 
The average con- 


gressional district contains 225,000 poo- 
pie nnd In that number Ihero are sure 
to be plenty of. men anxious to come 
to congress.

There is no suspicion of anything in 
the nature of a fake about the mat- 
ter aiid the mystery is so complete 
that no explanation of the strange 
phenomenon is 
forthcoming.

and the discovery has caused wonder- 
ment throughout the Mohammedan 
community of Zanzibar.

semicirculatus, Cuv. ef. Val., a widely
